WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 (AP)— 
The Navy and the Air Force, 
caught in a cost squeeze between 
men and missiles, will sacrifice 
some manpower next year to 
stay within budget allocations. 

Assistant Secretary of Defense 
Charles C. Finucane, in charge 
of manpower and perosnnel, 
made this forecast at a press 
conference today.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3—Aver- 
age level of strontium-90 in St. 
Louis milk supplies in the year 
ended last July was the highest 
reported in the country, . the 
United States Public Health 
Service said today. 

The radioactive isotope av- 
eraged 19.9 micromicrocuries 
(mmc) per liter of milk in St. 
Louis during the period. Second 
highest level found from 10 sam- 
pling stations in various parts 
of the country was 14.2 mmc, 
reported for the Fargo, N. D.- 
Moorhead, Minn., area. 

For the month of July, St. 
Louis milk supplies showed a 
strontium-90 content of 17.6 mmc 
per liter. While this represent- 
ed a substantial increase over 
the level of 11.2 recorded the 
previous month, it was only 
slightly more than half the rec- 
ord-high content of 34.6 mmc re- 
ported in May. 

St. Louis Generally Leads. 

St. Louis, which has generally 


led all other areas tested in both | 


its monthly and yearly levels of 
strontium -90 content in milk, 
dropped to third place on the 
mionthly ratings in July. 


Strontium-90 is generated by | 
ngclear explosions.

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Partnership Approach in District Plan 
Designed to End City-County Conflicts 
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Gulf Brought About by 
Mutual Suspicions Has 
Blocked Growth of Area 
Since 1876 Separation.

THE PEOPLE OF ST. LOUIS and 
St. Louis county have been eyeing 
one another with mounting distrust 
for years. 

They were content to sit behind 
artificial boundaries and follow 

their independent courses, uncon- 
~ cerned at first with the onset of 
metropolitan problems which were 
not foreseen when the city and 
county were legally separated in 
1876. 


As these problems became more com- is 


plex, city and county residents found them- 
selves incapable of working out solutions 
within the existing framework of local 
government. 

A few attempts to do something about 
this were made, but the efforts failed be- 
cause of mutual suspicions. The city was 
afraid it would have to foot the bill and 
the county would receive most of the bene- 
fits. The county, on the other hand, feared 
the city would be the dominant force. 

This gulf, which has stifled the growth of 
the entire area, will be bridged if voters 
on Nov. 3 approve the proposed city-county 
District plan calling for a co-operative at- 
tack on community-wide problems without 
destroying local autonomy. 


THE NEW PARTNERSHIP approach rec- 
ommended by the Metropolitan Board of 
‘Freeholders would give city and county 
residents an eoual voice in a District gov- 
ernment providing seven essential public 
services on an area-wide basis.

ments, The District would take over those 
services which have not been fully devel- 
oped for the benefit of the entire area, 
because the systern of voluntary co-opera- 
tion between local governments has failed. 
The District’s jurisdiction would be limited 
to these seven functions: 


1. Major expressways and traffic con- 
trol. 


4. Comprehensive , 

5. Sewer and drainage facilities. 
6. Special police services. 

7. Civil defense. 


In drafting the District plan, the free- 
holders were faced with the task of de- 
signing a governmental system which could 
deal effectively with these community-wide 
needs without infringing on or destroying 
local control over purely local matters. 

The was met by devising a sys- 
tem which would give each resident of the 
District, whether he lives in the city or 
the county, equal representation, rights and 
responsibilities. 


IN ORDER TO PUT the city and county 
on an equal footing, the 11 proposed 
boroughs would be divided equally between 
the two jurisdictions. Four of these voting

districts would lie wholly within the city. 
Four would be entirely within the county. 
Each of the other three boroughs would 
include territory in both city and county. 

The initial boundaries of the boroughs 
are fixed by the plan, but provision is 
made to revise them after each decennial 
census beginning in 1970. 

Estimated population of the boroughs, 
based on recent voter registration, would 
range at this time from 96,000 to 154,000. 
The smallest boroughs from a population 
standpoint would be those lying wholly 
within the county. The largest would be 
those with city-county territory. 


This plan takes into account the fact 
that the District’s greatest population 
growth in the next 10 years is expected 
in the outlying county areas. An esti- 
mated 600,000 persons now live in St. 
Louis county, compared with 860,000 in 
the city. The county’s population is ex- 
pected to equal the city’s by 1970. 


The four at-large supervisors would be 
elected by voters of the entire District. 
Two of them would be residents of the 
city and two would be county residents. 
This would .preserve the city-county bal- 
ance on the legislative body, and assure 
that the broad metropolitan viewpoint 
would always be represented in the coun- 
cil’s deliberations. 

The at-large. representation would serve 
to subordinate narrow sectional interests 
of city, county or neighborhood. It also 
would act as a safeguard against ‘‘alder-

manic courtesy,” the obstructive system 
which permits a legislator to dictate what 
can or cannot be done in the district he 
represents. 


THE PRESIDENT and supervisors would 
be elected to four-year terms. The terms of 
the board members would be staggered so 
that approximately half of the borough su- 
pervisors and two of the at-large members, 
one from the city and one from the county, 
would be elected every two years. 

The president and supervisors would be 
nominated and elected on political party 
ballots. The 1957 Metropolitan Survey had 
recommended that District elections be 
nonpartisan. The freeholders did not follow 
the survey’s suggestion on this point, hop- 
ing to avoid the opposition of organization 
politicians in the city and county. 

However, civil service provisions and the 
requirement that top administrative per- 
sonnel be professionally qualified make 
certain that the District would not become 
a lush source of political patronage, as 
some politicians would prefer. 


The Board of Supervisors would be re- 
quired to meet at least once a month. It 
would determine general policies, adopt an 
annual budget, authorize public improve- 
ments and raise revenue for District opera- 
tions. 

It would have authority to enact ordi- 
nances and regulations governing the use, 
operation and maintenance of District prop- 
erties and facilities. No ordinance could be 
enacted without the approval of at least 
eight supervisors, a majority of the board’s 
elected membership. 

Ordinances would be submitted to the 
president for his approval or veto within 
15 days. The vote of 11 of the 15 board 
members would be required to override a 
veto. 

The executive branch of District govern- 
ment, headed by the president, would con- 

sist of a finance director, a secretary- 
treasurer and the departments of traffic, 
sewers, planning; public works, civil de- 
fense personnel 


EACH DEPARTMENT would be headed 
by a director, who would be appointed by 
and responsible to the president. Persons 
named as directors would have to meet 
stringent qualifications of professional 
training and administrative experience. 

The finance director and the secretary- 
treasurer also would be appointed by the 
president. None of these appointments 
would be subject to confirmation: by the 
Board of Supervisors. 

Members of District commissions would 
be named by the president and in most 
instances would be subject to board con- 
firmation. These agencies would include 
the planning commission, civil service com- 
mission, a transit regulatory commission 
and also a transit operating commission, 
should one be set up to operate a Dis- 
trict mass transportation system. Members 
of the civil service commission would be 
appointed without board approval. 


The District would have two principal 
sources of revenue, The Board of Super- 
visors could levy taxes on real and tangi- 
ble personal property and impose service 
charges for use of District facilities.

Some Diplomats Afraid

On Berlin, Other Issues 


Pessimists Regard Khrushchev Visit as a Conces- 
sion That Will Be Followed by Others, His Dis- 
armament Plan as Propaganda—Optimists Feel 
Patient Negotiations Will Show Some Gains.

SCRATCH A DIPLOMAT in this town today and you are likely to 


find a pessimist. 


President Eisenhower’s breath-taking adventure in 


personal diplomacy in his meeting with Premier Khrushchev has left 
much of the diplomatic corps puzzled and gloomy over the future. 

One reason may be a professional distrust of person-to-person en- 
counters at the highest level and the uncertainty of oral agreements that 


come out of such encounters. 


They fly in the face of the canons of 


diplomacy which demand that agreements be tied up in precise, lawyer- 


like language. 

But more than professional jealousy is 
back of the mood of skepticism and doubt 
reflected by many diplomats with whom 
this reporter has talked. They are almost 
all in agreement that the Khrushchev visit 
was necessary, even desirable. It was an 
inevitable development growing out of the 
Berlin crisis. 

What troubles them is the prospect that 
the Soviets will, in the end, get their way, 
with the West yielding on Berlin and other 
major issues, The visit, interpreted in 
many parts of the world as a concession, 
will, they feel, be followed by other con- 
cessions over the 
years to the unre- 
mitting pressure of 
Communism. : 

This is by no 
means, however, a 
unanimous opinion. 
What is striking is 
the way the pessi- 
mists and the opti- 
mists divide over ~~] 
the future in the era 
of a better atmos- 
phere (about which 
almost no one - 
grees) that has now 
been opened up. 
Here are the two 
perspectives — the 
viewers with alarm 
and the viewers with 
at least moderate 
hope. 


THE PESSIMISTS: 
In the long higgle- 
haggle of negotia- 
tion over months 
and years, the West 
will, in effect, yield 
on Berlin. Some form of the Communist 
“free city” will be established and the 
rights of the West Berliners will be whittled 
away. The effect will be to weaken the 
North Atlantic Treaty Alliance and en- 
courage the spread of neutralism. 


On disarmarent, the sweeping Khrush- 
chev proposal before the United Nations 
will be seen for what it really was—a 
propaganda gesture. When it comes to 
actual negotiation for disarming in the 
10-nations committee, the same old tac- 
tics of stalling on minor points of in- 
spection and control will prevail.

EACH TIME I find myself in New 
York I set aside time enough for a lei- 


surely tour of the Museum of Modern Art,

How many years has it hung in that 
special place? How many strangers has it 
beguiled with its reluctant story?

He is a 
genuine beast, not the seedy creature of 
the zoo, or the caricature found in picture- 
books. .He is very nearly Greek, ideal and 
therefore harmless—but not his eye; no, 
he is not harmless: Is he about to devour 
the helpless at his feet? 

NO, FOR THOUGH he dominates 
all he surveys, his eye is fixed outward. 
His attitude is menacing, but we do not see 
the object of his threat. Does he stand 
guard, then, protecting the sleeper from 
some other danger? Again no, for there is 
no adversary, no need. The scene is suf- 
fused with an essential stillness which will 
not be broken; there will be no violence, 
and a protector-lion would be superfluous 
against that possibility. The two figures 
are eternal and fixed, the light of the 
moon is lifeless, and the contours of the 
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“The Sleeping Gypsy,” by Henri Rousseau. 


distant hills are impassive, lending the 
dimension of time measured in eons. 
Here as everywhere, Rousseau insists 
upon his silences, and it is the same ro- 
mantic insistence shared by Nineteenth 
Century painters of ruins, by di Chirico, 
Dali, Munch, and our Americans, Sheeler 
and Robert Vickrey. But there are sig- 
nificant differences. Vickrey and Sheeler 
achiéve silence by subtraction; forms 
alone are their concern, and they make 


their scenes soundless by deliberately re- 


moving everything but the central form. 

Munch and di Chirico achieve night- 

mare effects by painting naturally noisy 
scenes, then suffocating them with long 
shadows and eternal objects. By contrast, 
Rousseau’s silences are not the absence of 
something but a presence, aboriginal and 
pervasive. In his thick, dark jungles 
which envelope stalking tigers and curi- 
ously European ladies, in the barren hills 
behind the gypsy’s sleep, silence is of the 
essence of things. To Rousseau it is a 
quality of the reality behind the appear- 
ance. Rousseau is not an artist-manipu- 
lator, like Sheeler and di Chirico, but a 
metaphysician—and here is the key to his 
supposed primitivism. 
ROUSSEAU’S WORLD is as 
consistent and self-contained as a Hebrew 
Prophet's, and for the same reason: he be- 
lieved in it. He believed in it instantly 
and exclusively; like all primitives he be- 
lieved in its reality. 

The fictions of a sophisticated artist, 
however delightfully wrought, do not de- 
lude him because they do not touch the 
real world and therefore have no prac- 
tical consequences. But the primitive 
soul such as Rousseau is not fictitious on 
purpose. His intention is to paint reality; 
and not just a fragment of it, but the 
whole. Thus Rousseau was programmatic 
in his painting and monistic in his phi- 
losophy. His jungles are not of Africa 
but of Paris, and London, and St. Louis— 
in short of life, and his stalking tigers 
and vulnerable women are not tropical, 
but universal. The lion, fixed beside the 
gypsy, mad eye staring, is not beside, 
but in the gypsy. He is Ahor, the mid-

When we use the term “primitive’’ to 
describe a painter, we ordinarily refer to 
his style, his manner with the painter's 
materials. Rousseau’s manner is not so 
patently clear. There is nothing primitive 
about his brushwork; it is as refined as 
the Chinese. Nor does he help us by his 
composition, for his canvases have focal 
points and foreground, they are not un- 
differentiated slices from vaster pano- 
ramas. In the pure geometrics of per- 
spective he is as facile as Feininger or 
Piranesi, although he does indeed defy 
the optics of space by painting back- 
ground with the same care as foreground. 

True too, his human figures are often 
very stiff and Byzantine; but others may 
be found which are flaccid, round, angu- 
lar, hard, or soft, suggesting that his dis- 
tortions are at least partly conscious—and 
the distortions of real primitives are never 
conscious 


ON THE WHOLE it is not so much 
in his manner with paint as in his attitude 
toward himself and the world that the 
term “primitive” applies to Rousseau, 
for in this latter business it is apparent 
that he was seduced by his own imagin- 
ings. He had a poet’s imagination, play- 
ing lightly over the field of experience, 
but rather than concerning himself with 
objects and action, he probed the settings 
in which these things took shape. It was 
not what appeared on-stage that he was 
interested in, but the backdrop. Rousseau 
saw phenomena as real enough, but he 
didn’t for a minute believe the everyday 
world that contained them. He remade 
the world according to his own insights, 
which accounts for the fact that con- 


Rousseau’s fault lies not. in what he 
reveals in his painting, but in what he 
leaves unrevealed, and why. The defi- 
ciency of those who are steadfastly loyal 
world is that they are very 
blind to the world as it really is. 
Rousseau, Melville, was not wrong, 
but he was partial without knowing it, 
which is very nearly the same thing. The 
function of art is to suggest, not to pro- 
claim. It moves in an insubstantial realm 
of possibilities which overlies the material 
world of existence and necessity and 
sorietimes illuminates it. Art is caprici- 
ous, but it provides the material world 
with light and air.

A **MEMORIAL EDITION’’ in which the late 
Wanda Landowska plays a-mumber of two- and three-part in- 
ventions by Sebastian Bach offers a perfect demonstration of 
her attitude toward Bach’s keyboard music. These works are 
generally regarded as little more than student exercises, but 
while Mme. Landowska keeps the formal designs clearly wrought, 
she is equally attentive to musically affecting elements, In 
keeping with the nature of the harpsichord she brings out the 
melodic beauty of these inventions through the vitality of her 
rhythm and changes of registration that result in contrasting 
tone coloring. 


In a short speech at the end of Side One, she explains why 
many people believe that the inventions were written for be- 
ginners. Actually, they were written for Bach’s eldest son, Wil- 
helm Friedemann, who, though only a child at the time, was 
something of a prodigy himself, and thoroughly capable of 
grasping the artistic content of whatever he played. Conse- 
quently, she says, the inventions provide ‘‘musical food” for 
all of us. 


The harpsichord sound is beautifully reproduced although pro-

SEBASTIAN BACH is further celebrated in an ex- 
hilarating performance of the Brandenburg Concerto No. 4 by 
the Moscow Chamber Orchestra under Rudolf Barshal. The 
solo parts—or the concertino—are played by the famous violinist 
David Oistrakh with Alexander Korneyev as the flutist. Ois- 
trakh’s skill is demonstrated in the filigree work, both decorative 
and expressive, that puts the ultimate touch of inspired invention 
on a composition that has the marks of genius in other re- 
spects. Its architecture is superb; and from all the intricacies 
of its interwoven voices, color combinations, and strong pulsa- 
tion emerges a true, affirmative joy in living. 

Of lesser importance, though well performed, are the B Minor 

Suite with Alexander Korneyev as soloist and the Brandenburg 
Concerto No. 3. (Monitor, Monaural, one record.) 
MORE BACH of the same order is presented by the 
Netherlands Chamber Orchestra conducted by Szymon Goldberg. 
This ensemble gives clearly formulated and tonally excellent per- 
formances of the Brandenburg Concertos Numbers One, Two 
and Three. The Concerto No. 2 is distinguished by the extraor- 
dinary skill and control of Willem Groot, the trumpeter, in the 
high passages. In the Concerto No. 3, the harpsichord player 
embroiders the two transitional chords between the first and 
second movements with an engaging felicity. Goldberg plays 
while he directs in the three performances. (Epic, Monaural, 
one record.) 


CHARLES MUNCH, conducting the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra, whips up a lot of excitement wherever possible in a 
recording of Schubert’s big C Major Symphony. Munch works 
the changes of pace and dynamic contrasts for all they are 
worth, but pays less attention to the Viennese lilt which is also 
one of the essential qualities of this great and melodically opu- 
lent symphony. The trio of the third movement, so touching in 
its dreamy autumnal melancholy, is passed over as if it were 
nothing more than a contrasting interlude. 


The orchestra has its usual resplendent sound. (RCA-Victor, 
Monaural, one record.)

CHAMPAIGN, Ill., Oct. 3.— 
Tilinois, using a dislocated end 
as an answer to Army's lonely 
end, flashed a bright, new sopho- 
more-sparked offense today for 
a 20-14 comeback victory over 
the Military Academy team. 


Army’s defending champions 
of Eastern college football, who 
had appeared ready to continue 
where they left off in last year’s 
unbeaten season, found the Illini 
of Ray Eliot waiting in ambush 
with a crackling defense as well 
as the new attack. 


A crowd of 64,891, second larg- 
est for a home opener in Illinois 
history, watched tensely as the 
Iilinois team turned a 14-6 half- 
time lead into a 20-6 three-quar- 
ter margin and finally a 20-14 
triumph. 

Erased was the memory of a 
sorry showing in Illinois’ season- 
opening Big Ten game, a 20-0 
loss last week at Indiana.. And 
bright were the -hopes for the 
future for there was more 
than just a new offensive forma- 
tion. 

The 54-year-old Eliot, coaching 
his eighteenth and Jast Illinois 
team before he steps aside. to 
an assistant athletic directorship, 
gave his sophomore quarterback 
and halfbacks something new.

Both of 
the Iowans had gone into the 
game with records compiled 
against Denver and Drake that 
put them near the top in the 
national rankings in yardage 
gained. 

Three juniors were the most 
successful of the Tiger runners—

Mel West, of Jefferson City with 
4.3 for his 12 smashes into the 
Cyclone line. 

Costly First-Half Bobbles. 

Coach Dan Devine’s Tigers, 
who now have a 2 and 1 record, 
were unable to score in the first 
half because their mistakes were 
almost as frequent as their 
achievements. Mizzou picked up 
11 first downs in the half and 
netted 149 yards rushing and six 
passing. They lost the ball three 
times on fumbles, however, and 
twice more on intercepted passes. 

The passing that had failed the 
Tigers so disappointingly in the 

first two quarters improved a bit 

in the third peridd, however, and 

Devine’s offense clicked corre-

Year for Mnemonics in Waterfowling 
What every good waterfowler needs this season is mnemonics. 
Mnemonics is the art of improving the efficiency of the 
memory, and sportsmen’s memories will be put to the test to 
keep track of all the changes in hunting regulations pertaining 


to ducks and geese. 

Knowing the rules is impor- 
tant because those who violate 
them are likely to feel the heavy 
hand of the game warden, state 
or federal. 


Except for minor variations 
in season dates, the waterfowl 
regulations for Missouri, — Illi- 
nois, Arkansas and other states 
in the Mississippi flyway had 
changed little in the last several 

This year there are big 
differences, however. 

For example, the goose sea- 
son in Missouri will start in 
less than two weeks—on Satur- 
day, Oct. 17—but duck shoot- 
ing will not begin until Nov. 6. 
Until this year, the opening of 
the goose and duck seasons 
coincided. 


Limits on geese remain the 
same—five birds daily or in 
possession, including not more 
than two Canada geese. How- 
ever, the limits on ducks in 
Missouri have been changed so 
that now they are three daily, 
six in possession instead of four 
daily, eight in possession. 
Variations in Dates 

The reduced limit is the price 
the state paid for having a sea- 
son of 50 days instead of 40.

“For example,” he said, “a 
family that planned to send its 
son to a high-priced eastern 
school might be forced instead 
to send him to their state 
university. Others have been 
obliged to shift to less expen- 
sive state teachers’ colleges or 
junior colleges.

A super market company 
plans to raze the old Des Peres 
Schoal, where the first public 
echool kindergarten in the Unit- 
ed States was started, and build 
a store on the site, the Post-Dis- 
patch was told yesterday. 

The City Plan Commission has 
approved a petition to rezone the 
area to permit construction of 
the. market. 

The old school building, 6307 
Michigan avenue, was construct- 
ed in 1873. Under the supervi- 
sion of Miss Susan Blow, the 
kindergarten. was established 
there that year. Within four 


years she had 30 kindergartens 


in operation in St. Louis. 

Miss Blow directed the kinder- 
garten without pay, although 
her assistant, Miss Mary A. Tim- 
berlake, received $500 a year, 
Dr. William G. Swekosky, a den- 
tist, said. Dr, Swebosky’s 
is the history of old buildings. 

When the Board of Education 
sold the building in 1947, the 
school had been closed for about 
10 years. It was purchased for 
$9800 by Roy L. Tarter, an in- 
surance man, 

The building was later occu- 
pied by the La Verne Park Res- 
taurant and Meeting Hall. In 


Tarter & Co. to the Combat Vet- 
erans Association, which con- 
sisted of four South St. Louis 


Cook’s Market, Inc., recently 
bought the property. 

When the school board first 
proposed selling the building, 
the Susan Blow Kindergarten 
Memorial Association was organ- 
ized and laid plans to raise funds 
to preserve it.

The murder took place on the 
steps of a “Bronx high school 
when eight trench-coated mem- 
bers of a teen-age gang cornered 
a 16-year-old boy.

Two days later, while the hear- 
ings on juvenile delinquency 
were still in progress, gang war- 
fare in the same neighborhood 
erupted again. Twenty-one mem- 
bers of a gang known as the 
Valiant Crowns, a sub-grouping 
of a gang organization number- 
ing 800 youths, invaded the 
“turf” or territory of the Young 
Sinners gang, which numbers 
300 to 400 boys, seeking venge- 
ance for the slaying of John 
Guzman, the 16-year-old killed on 
the steps of Morris High School. 

Police arrested the 21 “‘in- 
vaders” and the next night 
rounded up 10 of the Young Sin- 
ners gang on tenement roofs. 
They seized a variety of wea- 
pons, including a 12-gauge shot- 
gun and shells, a .22-caliber rifle 
with ammunition, a switchblade 
knife, a large hunting knife, a 
zipgun and Molotov cocktails, 
jars half-filled with gasoline and 
stuffed with rags for wicks. The 
Young Sinners said they had 
armed themselves because they 
had information the Valiant 
Crowns planned another foray 
into their neighborhood and 
“were afraid people on _ the 
block would be hurt.” 

Fixing high bail, from $10,000 
to $15,000, Magistrate Walter H. 
Gladwin, told the teen-age de- 
fendants that the city could no 
longer tolerate “this wholesale 
lawlessness.” 

Eight of the youths arrested in 
the murder of Guzman were ar- 
raigned this week on homicide 
charges, including Edward Perez, 
who is reported to have done 
the actual shooting. 

In Brooklyn, Peter Manceri, 
the teen-ager accused of the 
stomp-murder of a 65-year-old 
man, sits in jail because his 
bail was revoked after his moth- 
er allegedly tried to persuade an- 
other boy who witnessed the 
murder to change his story.

On the night Theresa Gee was 
shot, two gangs, known as the 
Forsythe Street Boys and the 
Sportsmen, came to the end of a 
truce that had been worked out 
three years ago by the Rev. C. 
Kilmer Myers, vicar of the Low- 
er East Side Mission of Trinity 
Episcopal Church. 

The Sportsmen, claiming that 
the Forsythe Street Boys had 
been dating girls in Sportsmen 
territory, invaded the Forsythe 
territory and in the fight that 
followed an ll-year-old boy was 
shot and a 14-year-old was 
stabbed in the back. An hour 
later in a reprisal raid made into 
Sportsmen territory, the For- 
sythe boys came upon a crowd 
of 20 youths and four girls stand- 
ing at an intersection. Six shots 
were fired into their midst. 
Three boys were wounded and 
Theresa Gee was killed. Among 
the boys arrested was a 14-year- 
old who hurled a Molotov cock- 
tail. 


A week to the day after this 
incident a band of young thugs 
whose leader wore fancy 
buckled shoes and a black cape 
lined with scarlet invaded a 
Hell’s Kitchen playground and 
in a swift assault stabbed two 
teen-agers to_ death and 
wounded two others. Police 
blamed the attack on race ten- 
sions between the old resi- 
dents of the Hell’s Kitchen 
area and Puerto Rican new-. 
comers. A week before a group 
of Puerto Rican youths had 
been beaten in a fist fight. 


Leader of the invaders was 17- 


year-old Salvador Agron who 
“commanded” his gang of juve- 
nile delinquents to attack by 
spreading winglike his black 
cape. Known as “Dracula” and 
“Cape Man,” Agron, if convicted, 
may face a death sentence. A 
similar penalty may face his 
“‘lieutenant,”’ Antonio Hernandez, 
also 17, who was known as ““Um- 
brella Man” because he used an 
“umbrella as spear and shield.

by the elder Agron who remained 


in Puerto Rico. The family 
moved often, from slum to slum. 
Salvador was forced to change 
schools with each move. 


In 1952, Mrs. Agron married 
Carlos Gonzalez, a Pentecostal 
preacher. Gonzalez was a strict 
stepfather, forbade drinking, 
smoking or even radio music in 
the house. The children fought 
with their stepfather and after 
Sal was sent to Wiltwyck School, 
a charitable institution, for tru- 
ancy, Auria lied about her age 
and at 14 escaped her parents 
home by getting married. 

Sal went to live with her, went 
to junior high, but quit at 14 
and since then had worked oc- 
casionally at soft drink stands 
and other odd jobs. 


It is easy to see how boys 
such as Sal Agron, condemned to 
slum life, pushed from pillar to 
post and from school to school, 
join teen-age gangs. It is their 
only way to satisfy their yearn- 
ing for ‘“‘belonging.’’ Manhattan 
Borough President Hulan E. Jack 
suggests that one of the reasons 
youngsters in slum areas spend 
so much time in the streets is 
to get away from the intolerable 
living conditions in their tene- 
ments. 


New York is thought to have 
150 teen-age gangs, totaling be- 
tween 6500 and 7500 members. 

“They form partly like the 
Boy Scouts gone crazy,” the 
Rev. Merrill Young of St. Au- 
gustine’s Episcopal Parish ex- 
plains. “The average kid has 
a home life and adult con- 
tacts that mean something to 
him and are balancing forces. 
These kids have no balancing 
forces. They build and live in 
a world of their own, because 
all they have is each other.” 


At present New York State’s 
program against juvenile delin- 
quency embraces a dozen pro- 
grams, ranging from child wel- 
fare to recreation projects and 
reform institutions. The program 
costs taxpayers $56,090,000 a 
year and it doesn’t work. Today 
New York city is estimated to 
have ‘between 50,000 and 60,000 
delinquents, or about four per 
cent of the city’s youth. 

In the present near hysteria 
over juvenile delinquency, a 
great wave of anger has been 
stirred up against Puerto Ricans. 


Kings County Judge Samuel 
Leibowitz recently called for ef- 
forts to discourage migrants 
from “all parts of the country 
and the Caribbean from coming 
to New York until the city had 
wiped out its crime-breeding 
slums.” Leibowitz asserts that 
Puerto Ricans, comprising only 
7 per cent of the city’s popula- 
tion, were involved in 22.3 per 
_cent of the city’s juvenile de- 
linquency cases. These figures 
were contained in a document 
the judge submitted while ap- 
pearing before the Senate sub- 
committee hearings on juvenile 
delinquency last week. 

Acting Supreme Court Justice 
Emilio Nunez immediately took 
sharp issue with Leibowitz. Jus- 
tice Nunez, first member of the 
Spanish-American community to 
become a judge, said: “Our 
group is the last to arrive in 
great numbers in this city. We 
are, of course, the weak and the 
poor. We will not be integrated 
rapidly, if, instead of being 
helped, we are denounced rad 
public officials.” 

Nunez charged that aseiiad 
misused statistics in branding 
Puerto Ricans ‘“‘as criminals in 
large numbers.” New “York 
leaders including Mayor Robert 
Wagner oppose Leibowitz’s pro- 
posal for an immigrant curb.

A LOT OF MOVIE FANS must wonder why, if a producer can 
just go out on a street or into a building and shoot films, do they 
ever build those expensive sets on the Hollywood sound stages. 
Answer: Location shooting is so enormously difficult (and just 
as expensive, if not more so, than sound-stage shooting) that it is 
done on city-located films only when extreme realism (used to 
be called semi-documentary style) is the prime object or when 
backgrounds and scenic values impossible to duplicate in the 
studio are important. 

A letter from Ted Taylor, an executive for Perlberg-Seaton, 
the producing firm which made “Teacher’s Pet,” “The Country 
Girl,” “The Bridges of Toko-Ri,”’ and many other top films, ex- 
plains much of the grief:

THIS IS ALWAYS a pleasant | 
drive down picturesque Hiphrey 
21 te Ellington and then ‘across 
106 to Powder Mill Ferry on the 
Current. Here we found river 
low from the long dry spell and 
extremely clear, although ferry- 
man Cecil Cooley told us some 
catches were being made on sur- 
face lures and also the jack 
salmon were striking. A _ half 
hour later we were in Eminence 
making our final arrangements 
with Walter Martin for a good 
start next morning ftom the 
Junction where Jacks Fork joins 
the larger river. : 


The arrangement on these 
float trips generally is that the 
outfitter hauls his boats and sup- 
plies to the starting point a 
couple of hours early so he and 
the guides can get the commis- 
sary boat and fishing boats into 
the river and loaded.

“Suddenly there're entangled— 
but she’s the most troubled one 
in the triangle.

— Steel ee 
Cut Slows 
Job Starts 


CHICAGO — The. outlook for 
construction, the nation’s larg- 
est fabricating industry, is be- 
coming more seriously affected 
with each additional week of the 
steel strike, a leading construc- 
tion economist said here. 


Addressing the 65th annual 
meeting of the Central Supply 
Association, Dr. George Cline 
Smith, vice president and econ- 
omist of F. W. Dodge Corpora- 
tion, said that the first few weeks 
of the strike had little effect on 
the actual progress of construc- 
tion work. 


“But as early as August, the 
strike did have a perceptible ef- 
fect on the starting of future 
jobs,” Dr. Smith said. “Uncer- 
tainty over prices and delivery 
schedules hampered the letting 


of contracts,’ and as a result, the 


Dodge statistics on construction 
contracts indicated a drop of 11 
per cent in August, as compared 
with the level a year earlier. 

“The pattern of this. decline 
clearly shows the effect of the 
strike. Nearly every category of 
non + residential building ‘and 
heavy engineering fell off, and 


‘go did contracts for apartment 


buildings. All of these construc- 
tion types depend heavily on 
steel deliveries. On the other 
hand, contracts for single fam- 
ily houses, which are not large 
direct consumers of structural 
steel, rose. 

“Since délay in letting of con- 
tracts is a matter of timing, 
some of it could be recovered 
if steel production is promptly 
resumed, But this becomes pro- 
gressively more difficult as the 
strike continues. 

“The strike is now having a 
noticeable effect not only on con- 
tracts for future jobs, but on 
work already under way. It is 
safe to say that even if the strike 
were to end today, some diffi- 
culties would persist into the 
early spring of next year.

Gulf Bulk - 
Plant Goes 
Into Service 


Work has been completed on 
construction of a $1,250,000 river 
service bulk plant for Gulf Oil 
Company, 3854 South First street, 
on the south St. Louis riverfront, 
it was reported Friday. 

Vollmar Bros. Construction Co. 
erected the installation. The 
same firm collaborated with 
Gulf engineers in designing it. 
The new plant is now using a 
marine docking facility built last 
year by Vollmar to transfer gas- 
olines, fuel oil and jet fuels from 
barges to six huge tanks. From 
there, liquids are dispatched to 
the huridreds of Gulf stations in 
the St. Louis area by. tank-trucks 
and ‘rail ‘tank cars?" 

The six tanks, of steel plate 
ranging up to five-eighths inch 
in thickness, hold 2,350,000. gal- 
lons each. They rise. 48 feet, 
and are 100 feet in diameter. 
Three of the tanks have “float- 
ing’’ caps, and weigh 13,265,000 
pounds each, filled. All are sup- 
ported by concrete piling driven 
to bed rock, and rest upon two- 
foot-thick pads of reinforced con- 
crete. 

The installation makes it pos- 
sible to load 12 tank cars on two 
railway sidings simultaneously, 
as well as four tractor-trailer 
tank trucks. 

Concrete retaining walls sur- 
round each tank, of height suffi- 
cient to contain all the liquid 
should a full tank be ruptured. 
Most installations incorporate 
earthen embankments for this 
purpose. Other safety precau- 
tions include the installation of 
explosion-proof wiring and the 
floating roofs. The roof rests 
upon the surface of the volatile 
liquids, preventing contact to 
air, which is a requisite to fire 
or explosion. 

Joseph E. Vollmar Jr., presi- 
dent of the building firm, said 
his company had received a let- 
ter of commendation from Chief 
William Trantina, fire marshal 
of the City of St. Louis, for the 
safety factors engineered into 
the new terminal. 

“This is one of the finest in- 
stallations to be found in this 
area,’ Trantina said. 

The job was completed on 
schedule, despite Vollmar’s con- 
tention that the construction 
weather was the “worst in 20 
years.” 
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Thomas H. Ryan, president of 
the Ryan Equipment Company, 
has ‘been in the construction 
equipment business since the 
early 1930s. In the latter part 
of 1955, a new corporation, Ryan

141 years 
brought chowder to Edwards 
County with them is clouded in an- 
tiquity. But it is certain that chow- 
dering has been practiced there in 
the county’s own special way for 
70 yeurs or more. At no time has 
Albion's annual chowder festival 
been conducted with greater heart 
and appetite than this year, when a 
crowd estimated at more than 6000, 
the largest ever, attended to partake 
of the savory dish. 

Representing a wide range of 
community effort, the affair always 
is held in late summer when sweet 
corn is right. In some way or an- 
other, almost everyone pitches in 
with supplies, money or labor. At 
the climax, after the huge black ket- 
tles have bubbled for hours and the 
mixture has simmered to perfection, 


there is a fine free meal for every 
man, woman and child on the 

The custom is rooted deep 
in folk ways and is a heritage of the 
early days when pioneers lived far 
apart, were eager company, and 
assembled at y reunions, barn 
raisings, religious meetings — and 
chowders. 

Edwards County, which is 125 
miles east of St. Louis, calls itself 
the “chowder capital of the world.”

The chowder, as an event long 
marked on the calendar, is typical 
of a custom widely prevalent in 
Illinois — a community festival built 
around a favorite local food product. 
At Winchester there is a Burgoo 
Festival, at which the main dish, 
burgoo, could almost pass for 
chowder. Villa Grove has its Pan- 
cake Day, Forreston its Sauerkraut 
Day, Hoopeston its Sweet Corn Fes- 
tival, Ridgway its National Popcorn 
Farmers Day and Eureka its Pump- 
kin Festival. And at Oakland there 
is a first-class treat that stands as 
a challenge to the South — the Corn- 
bread and Bean Festival. 

But Albion notes with pride that 
no other in Illinois has 
claimed to a “world capital” in 
the matter of food festivals. 


The proof is in the eating, and here it is in progress on a mass scale with 
dippers busy at many kettles. Size of container brought forward depends 
on number to be fed. This was one recipe for 25 gallons of chowder a la 
Albion: 20 pounds of beef chunks, pieces of three fat hens and two spring 
chickens and a half-pound of bacon butts, all put in the pot of boiling 
water at start of four-hour cook. Thirty minutes later, one gallon of whole 
carrots and five heads of cut cabbage; chowder is seasoned in early 
stages with one cup of salt and three tablespoons of black pepper. With 
two and one-half hours to go, two gallons of sliced onions, three bunches 
of cut celery. Ninety minutes to go, three gallons of tomatoes. When one 
hour of cooking remains, 15 pounds of diced potatoes; with one minute to 
go, three gallons of corn cut from cob. Final touch —one pound of butter.

HE INDIAN ROCK CARVINGS in Wash- 
ington State Park, for years at the 
mercy of visitors and the elements, are 
being put under shelter and given proper 
display as part of the Missouri Park Board’s 
program for development of sites important 
to the state’s past. North American Indians 
made many such carvings, called pet- 
roglyphs, during the centuries before arrival 
of the white man. Those in the Ozarks 
park, 60 miles south of St. Louis on High- 
way 21, constitute one of the most impres- 
sive groups of petroglyphs in the Midwest. 

The carvings are believed to be be- 
tween 600 and 1000 years old. This means 
they were incised in the soft limestone well 
before Father Marquette and Louis Joliet 
explored the Mississippi river in 1673 and 
established, for this region, the period of re- 
corded history. The Indians who made the 
carvings were of the Mississippi culture, an 
outlying group, a of the big com- 
munity that included Indians living where 


St. Louis is now situated and across the river 
in the Cahokia Mounds area. They were 
an agricultural people who cultivated maize, 
beans and squash and supplemented their 
diet by hunting and fishing. 

Much of the carving has been erased 
by time. The action of standing water and 
acid soil has taken heavy toll, along with 
the wear-and - tear of shuffling tourists and 
picnickers. During the past summer the 
petroglyphs were cleaned, studied and 
readied for exhibit in a joint Park Board- 
University of Missouri project. In charge 
at the site was Ronald J. Wyatt, research as- 
sociate in the University’s department of 
sociology and anthropology. 

The petroglyphs are on the roughly 
horizontal faces of two rock outcroppings 
north of the highway. The larger of the 
two areas —one that soon will be sheltered 
by a roofed structure—is 35 by 70 feet.

Exposed surfaces are virtually covered by 
groups of symbols and cult designs that in 
late prehistoric times became common 
among Indian peoples of diverse languages 
in the southeast part of North America and 
what are now Missouri, Oklahoma and Illi- 
nois. Easily recognizable are the mace — 
symbol of authority — the sunburst and the 
coiled snake. There are thunderbirds, which 
the Indians associated with rain, stylized 
human figures and footprints, darts o 
lightning, houses; arrows, animals, anim 
tracks and fertility symbols. 

While no one can say with assurance 
precisely why the primitive sculptors 
carved the petroglyphs, it is certain that the 
carvings had a purpose, according to Wyatt. 
They required too much effort to have been 
mere doodlings in stone. An educated 
guess is that the petroglyphs may have 
been used as part of a ceremony in which 
young men were indoctrinated with customs, 
symbolism and mythology of the tribe.

A River 
Roofed 
ea Over by 
— Bridges 


Spans Over Seine 
In Paris Appear 
As Solid Cover 


HIS stretch of the Seine 
River in Paris seems vir- 
tually roofed over by 

bridges in this deceptive pho- 
to. Although they appear to 
be only a few feet apart — 
due to the compressive effect 
of the camera's telephoto 
lens— the bridges are actu- 
ally spread over a two-mile 
distance. The view is down- 
stream along the right bank 
of the Seine opposite the 
Ile de la Cite, the mid- 
stream island where the 
Original city stood and 
where Notre Dame Cathe- 
dral is located. The Seine 
flows under 32 bridges in an 
eight-mile loop through 
the heart of the French capi- 
tal. The seven spans dis- 
tinguishable in the photo 
are, from the foreground 
Notre Dame, au Change, 
Neuf (oldest of present 
bridges, dating from 1578), 
des Artes (metal near 
riverboat), du ousel, 
Royal and Solferino. Pont 
des Artes, leading from the 
Palais de I’Institut on the left 
bank to the Louvre on the 
right bank, is the only foot 
bridge in Paris. The century- 
old Pont Solferino, consid- 
ered beyond repair, has 
been closed to traffic. The 
ornate iron structure will be 
replaced by a new bridge.

of America’s toughest job

WASHINGTON, D.C. 
No ONE KNOWS today whether President Eisenhower 
will be in danger on his coming visit to the Soviet 
Union. If Vice President Nixon’s recent tour there is 
a guide, crowds will be warm and enthusiastic. But in 
these crowds might lurk one man of twisted mind and 
bitter heart. One moment of madness might change a 
good-will tour into an international disaster. 

Immediately after the President's trip was an- 
nounced, a team of agents of the United States Secret 
Service left for Moscow. There they-have worked with 


' Soviet security agents to prevent such an eventuality. 


The Russians, of course, are as eager to forestall a 
disaster as we are. Our agents have worked closely 
with their Russian counterparts before—on the Vice 
President's trip, at Geneva in 1955, at Potsdam in 
1945, at Yalta in 1944. 

Protecting our President in Russia is neither the 


_ most difficult task nor the easiest that the Secret Ser- 


vice has ever faced. Whether the President is in 
Moscow, U.S.S.R., or Moscow, Idaho, we must assume 
that any public appearance can spell danger. Thas, 
when the President appeared with Premier Khrush- 
chev in this country last month, the Secret Service 
took equally elaborate precautions to protect the 

Guarding Premier Khrushchev, however, was the 
province of the security division of the State Depart- 
ment. (Secret Service agents, of course, cooperated 


‘with them.) In recent years, the Secret Service pro- 


tective duties have been limited to the considerable 


, task of guarding the President and the Vice President 


and their families. 


_ At times in the past, our agents have protected 
visiting foreign dignitaries as well. At the request of 


_ President Roosevelt, Secret Service agents guarded 


Dutch Queen Wilhelmina, Mme. Chiang Kai-shek, 
and British Prime Minister Winston Churchill dur- 
ing their wartime visits to Washington. 


It is little known: that in 1942 a quick-hinking 
Secret Service agent thwarted what could have been a 
tragedy for the Allied cause. Churchill, after a White 
House conference, was flying back to London. One of 
our special agents had heen assigned to pose as an air- 
port baggage handler. As the Prime Minister ap- 
proached his plane, the agent heard a British airline: 
guard (a U.S. citizen, incidentally) mutter, “I'l! kill 
him this time.” The agent quickly took the man into 
custody. Churchill, jauntily unaware of the incident, 
told a Secret Service agent on departing, “Look after 
your President. We all need him.” 

A year later, Churchill's fears were almost borne 
out. Secret Service agents uncovered a truly fantastic 
—and yet technically feasible—plot on the life of 
President Roosevelt. Acting on a tip, agents picked up 
Clarence C. Cull, an Army deserter and former men 
tal patient. In his rooming house they found four 
ounces of nitric acid, six ounces of glycerine, and 
scrawled instructions for thé manufacture of nitro 
glycerine bombs. 

Cull confessed that he planned to make the bombs. 
strap them around the waist, put on his Army unifor™, 
crowd as close as he could to the President's car, and 
“blow myself and anyone around me to bits.” 


No Time for Comedy 


We might have dismissed Cull’s plot as so fantastic 
as to be impossible. But with the lives of the Presiden| 
and Vice President at stake, the Secret Service ca" 


permit no margin for error, no unfinished business. 


no chance-taking, no distraction, however slight. Every 
threat must be treated on the assumption that it wes 
made with deadly intent. Where the safety of our 
country’s two most-important leaders is concerned, w¢ 
have no sense of humor. Murderers and pranksters, 1" 
our view, are equally dangerous.

are the criminally lunatic, such as the 50-year-old man 
who.appeared last January outside the Northwest Gate 
of the White House. He was convinced that President 
Eisenhower did not really exist, and refused to leave 
until he could prove he was right. When White House 
police refused him entry, he backed away and threat- 
ened to slash anyone who stood in his path. When he 
was seized and arrested, we found a long curved knife 
under his coat. 

The Secret Service regarded as equally serious a 
letter intercepted at the White House last October. 
“We conspirators have been planning to assassinate 
the great President Eisenhower,” it read. “Beware! 
For the Ides of March in the year of Our Lord, 1959, 
gloom shall lurk over this great man.” 

Prankster or assassin? We couldn't take chances. 

The envelope carried the postmark of a New York 
town of about 50,000. Tracking down a suspect, even 


. in a town this size, takes a great deal of painstaking 


work. Yet in a matter of hours our agents had identi- 
fied the letter-writers. They were two high-school stu- 
dents, aged 15 and 14. 

Called on the carpet in the school principal's office, 
the two readily admitted that they had sent the 
threatening letters. They explained that they, wanted 
to find out what steps were taken to guard the Presi- 


dent against assassination. They soon found out. Ac- . 


companied by their parents, they were haled before 
the U.S. Attorney, and placed on pre-prosecution pro- 
bation for an indefinite period. 

Harsh punishment for a pair of juvenile pranksters? 
I couldn’t disagree more heartily. A threat on the life 
of the President is no joke. 

Some of those we must guard against are perennial 
troublemakers. Take the case of Laurence G. Thomp- 
son. In March 1956, a letter came to the White House 
bearing his signature, written on the stationery of a 
Gulfport, Miss., hotel, and with a “General Delivery” 


return address. The letter went straight to the point: 

“I'm going to kill you if you run for office again. I 
hope you will take this warning.” 

The name alone was of little help. The only clue 
agents could find at Gulfport came from a bus station 
ticket agent. He recalled that on the postmarked date, 
a man either intoxicated or emotionally disturbed had 
asked him where he could mail a letter. Further in- 
vestigation revealed that a man of the same general 
description had written threatening letters to other 
government officials. Agents also learned that this 
man once had been treated in a Federal hospital as a 
narcotics addict. 


r. Thompson Retums 


Handwriting samples convinced us that the man in 
each case was the same Laurence G. Thompson. From 
this information we were able to locate his half-sister 
in Meridian, Miss. When Thompson returned to her 
home on May 5, 1956, he walked into the hands of 
waiting agents. Later he pleaded guilty to threatening 
the President, was sentenced to 18 months. 

That was not the last of Thompson. After his re- 
lease, he phoned our Jackson, Miss., office to say he 
had sent another threat: “Dear Mr. President. . . I 
am going to kill you if you don’t send me $500. I may 
just kill you, anyway, and Nixon, too. I mean this.” 

The Secret Service assumed he did mean it. So did 
the court, which imprisoned Thompson for another 
three years. 

Secret Service agents always are racing against time. 
When Sam Stepp, Jr., threatened the President in 


1956, we won by a narrow margin. Stepp had been try- . 


ing for years to see the President to have a dishonor- 
able discharge changed. One day he was heard to re- 
mark, “If I ever get close to the President, I'll kill him. 
I have a 30-30 bullet for him.” . _ 

Told of his remark, Secret Service agents acted 


quickly. When Stepp was arrested in Glenwood 
Springs, Colo., agents found two bullets on him. 

Since his first arrest, Stepp has been in and out of 
a mental institution and in and out of jail. Once, try- 
ing to phone the President, he set fire to a phone booth. 
Today he is on the loose again. But wherever he goes, 
we track his movements. 

Also described in our files as “a specific danger to 
the President” is Howard Reed Liggett, 20. While 
serving time for auto theft, Liggett mailed a letter 
threatening to kill the President. So did three con- 
federates. Later all four repeated their threats to a 
Secret Service agent. 

All were hardened young hoodlums who, once free 
and armed, could be a peril. to the President’s life. 
Liggett’s pals drew prison sentences. Liggett himself 
was committed indefinitely to a mental institution. 
Specialists there describe him as one of the worst cases 
they ever have examined—a young man obsessed by 
murder and mutilation. 

In protecting the President and Vice President from 
men like Liggett, the Secret Service uses two prin- 
cipal systems. The “inner system” consists of the 
White House detail—the men .you see around the 
President on his public appearances. The “preventive 
system” consists of field agents who investigate all 
written or uttered threats. 

The “preventive system” checks the danger before 
it reaches the “inner system.” Both are supported by 
the Protective Research Section. This section cata- 
legues all communicatiens and provides field agents 
with vital identity clues. 

This efficient organization keeps us in touch with 
known dangers. But the most troublesome problem 
of all is the unknown person of twisted mind who 


_ suddenly decides that the defense of society calls for 


taking the President’s life. He identifies the President 
with an imaginary persecutor and feels compelled to

remove him as the source of all the world’s troubles. 

Abraham Lincoln, the first President to die by an 
assassin’s hand, was the victim of such a twisted mind. 
Had the Secret Service been charged with the Presi- 
dent’s safety then, John Wilkes Booth never would 
have succeeded in killing Lincoln. Advance work 
would have discovered Booth’s targeting on the Pres- 
idential box at Ford's Theatre. Nor is it likely that our 
other assassination victims, Presidents James A. Gar- 
field and William McKinley, would have died if the 
Secret Service had been at work. 

It was McKinley's death in 1901 that aroused the 
nation to demand proper protection for the President. 
Not since the Secret Service has had this responsibility 
has an assassin succeeded. 

But there have been some close calls. 

Franklin ®. Roosevelt, as President-elect, came 
within an eyelash of stopping a bullet at Miami, Fia., 
in 1933.

The two Secret Service men in Mr. Nixon’s car were 
under great provocation to pull their revolvers and 
fire inte the mob in defense of the Vice President’s 
life. But with admirable restraint they withheld their 
fire, and succeeded in helping Mr. Nixon through his 
grave peril. Trigger-happy sgents might have incited 
the mob to kill the Vice President and created an 
international incident. :

We are 
in the midst of proving that even a young college stu- 
dent, untrained in the methods of subterfuge and 
surreptitious actions, can devise a scheme which 
could go unobserved and thereby constitute a threat 
to our great leader. This can, placed under the poditim 
on which Dwight D. Eisenhower will walk Graduation 
Day, could easily have been a powerful bomb!” 

The second message read: 

“Congratulations! You have earned our deepest 
gratitude and appreciation in the fulfillment of your 
duties as protectors of the life of our President. We 


will never again attempt to match wits with your or- 


ganization.” 

Yes, the tin can might well have contained dan- 
gerous explosives. And, had it not been discovered, 
the Secret Service would have been exposed to scath- 
ing criticism, against which the Service would have 
been defenseless. But the can was found, and the lack 
of enthusiasm with which the college authorities 
viewed the joke convinced the prankish students not 
to invite a further encounter with the Secret Service 
of the United States. 

Failure is not, and cannot, be part of the Secret 
Service lexicon. And we will not fail if every citizen 
cooperates, if every prankster is aware that his joke 
will have serious consequences for him, if every 
would-be assassin realizes he can’t win. *

The Fellowship reaches millions who never attend
